TRAGEDY NEAR SCENE 
OF RECENT EXPLOSION 


Cappuano’s Body Is Found 
in Street, and Police Be- 
lieve He Was Shot Once 
as He Faced Enemy; 
Twice as He Fled. 


Damian Cappuano, a downtown fruit 
dealer, was shot and killed last night 
on Wilson avenue, near Hereford street, 
in a neighborhood known as Dago Hill 
and inhabited largely by Italians. 

A black hand affair, rivaling in 
its mystery the Viviano kidnaping of 


several months ago, is believed to lie 
behind the murder, 

Eight shots were hoard by those in 
the neighborhood. Tomasso Viviano, a 
relative of the wealthy macaroni manu- 
facturer, whose two children were 
stolen, was arrested, and admitted fir- 
ing the last three shots. 

He said he fired in order to call police- 
men, after he had heard the first five 
shota, and had seen a man running from 
the place where Cappuano was killed. ; 
He could not describe the man and no 
one else was found who had seen him. 

Viviano's revolver showed that he had 
fired three shots. He said he borrowed 
the revolver from a saloon keeper in 
ordér to fire the shots which called 
Mounted Patrolman.O’Hara. The : sa- 
loon keeper verified this statement. Cap- 
puano’s body contained four bullets. 

Friend of Explosion Suspects. 

Tomasso, Viviano is an employe of his 
cousin, Joe Viviano, and is also a cou- 
sin of Samuel and Vito Viviano, fathers 
of the kidnaped children. Cappuano, it 
was declared last night, has been a 

friend of several persons who were sus- 
pécted of complicity in the explosions 
which’ ‘wrecked the Viviano macaroni

The murder of Cappuano and _ the 
dynamiting of Lorenzo’s store were ap- 
parently acts of revenge, and were 
meant by their perpetrators to be under- 
stood as such, for in neither case was 
there any attempt at robbery. Cap- 
puane’s pocket contained $69.50 when his 
body was received at the morgue.

Held by Proprietor. 

After the shooting Bennett started to 
walk out of the restaurant, but Morton 
clutched his arm at the front door and 
detained him until the police arrived. 

“Bennett came into the restaurant 
about 12:€,’? said Morten. ‘“‘The restau- 
rant was crowded.. He took a pistol 
from his .pocket and began waving it 
about, pointing it..at different people.

“NEW YORK, Dec. 2%—Criminal 
prosecution of Washington B, Thomas, 
president. of thé American Sugar Refin- 
lig Ce.; of John E. Parsons, former 
general counsel and director of the ‘cor- 
poration; of Arthur Donner, former 
treasurer under the Havemeyer regime, 


and-of other directors of the combina- 
tion, is now being considered seriously 
by the Federal.authorities as a*‘result 
of the $700,000 “drawback” frauds by the 
Sugar Trust. 

Having confessed that “drawback”’ 
frauds aggregating $700,000 had been per- 
petrated upon the Governmeft, the new 
directorate of the Sugar Trust sanc- 
tioned, at the request of Washington 
B. Thomas, the refunding’ of that 
amount. 

Promptly at 10 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, it was ‘learned today at the cus- 
tom house, Charles A. Allen, the new 
treasurer of the American Sugar Re- 
fining Co., will deposit a voucher for 
$700,000 to the Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States at the subtreasury. This 
will make $3,700,000 that the Sugar Trust 
stole and, when caught, turned over to 
the Government. ‘- 

The payment, it is understood, wili 
not interfere with the determination of) 
the Department of Justice, on direct 
orders from President Taft, to punisn 
any -and. all Sugar “Trust officials 
against whom can be proved guilty 
knowledge of the “drawback’’ frauds.

Broadest Possible Authority

As regards the ownership and opera- 
tion of public utilities by the city, we 
have provided the broadest possibile 
authority for it to do so. when, in the 
judgment of the people, it become ex- 
pedient.. The city has the power of emi- 
nent domain, the power to operate such 
utilities, and the power to borrow 
money, either on the credit of the city, 
or on the property itself, without pledge 
of the city’s credit—the latter being a 
power which the city does net possess 
under the old charter. 

In brief, we may say, that under the 
new charter, the city will have not only 
all the powers it now possesses ovér 
public utilities, but many additional 
powers, and that the granting of fran- 
chises is safeguarded in a way which 
would have saved the city milliens of 
dollars in the pédst.

Will Be Heard in His Most 
Famous Works.

Xaver Scharwenka, the renowned com- 
poser-pianist, one of the foremost mu- 
sical figures in the world today, will 
play as soloist with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra next Friday evening 
and Saturday afternoon at the Odeon. 

This is his first tour of America in 12 
years, and the engagements of the 
great pianist are the leading featured 
of the leading orchestral concerts of 
this country. AS a pianist and com- 
poser Scharwenka occupies an enviable 
position in Berlin. His home in the Ger- 
man metropolis is a place of rendezvous 
for-.all the great local musical celebri- 
ties and for famous artists passing 
through Berlin. His genial personality 
has won for him friends among: the 
great ones of the art world. Franz 
Liszt, Anton Rubenstein and.Johannes 
Brahms were intimate friends of his. 

Scharwenka is among'the few great 
pianists who have contributed valuable 
additions to musical literature. His 
opera, ‘‘Mataswintha,”’ the prelude to 
which he will play in his St. Louis en- 
gagement, has been successfully per- 
formed in Berlin, Weimar and New 
York. His C minor symphony and nu- 
merous chamber-music works and lieder 
have found wide recognifion, but it is 
as a composer for the piano that Schar- 
wenka most interests. 

In addition to numerous smaller works 
for the piano, he has written four piano 
concertos, and his performance of jhis 
latest one, No. 4 in F minor, will be a 
distinction of these concerts. In all 
probability he will be called upon to 
play his famous ‘Polish Dance,” a fa- 
vorite composition. Of this dance more 
than 3,000,000 coples have been sold, and 
it has carried the name of Xaver Schar- 
wenka to all countries where music is 
loved. He composed it in 1867, when he 
was only 17 years old. It made an 
enormous hit at once and so well known 
did the composer become through it 
that he pasted the score of its first few 
measures on the inside of the lining of 
bis first silk hat, as a means of identi- 
fication. 

This hat served as a visiting card in 
introducing him to Franz Liszt at Wei- 
mar in 1869. Liszt had heard the dance 
played some time before by Moszkow- 
‘sky, and when the hat was brought by 
his lackey, the great master immediate- 
ly recognized the score and received 
the youthful composer with the —_—— 
est cordiality. 


in hig St. Louis program. He will ap- 
pear three times, first playing his pre- 
lude to the opera “Mataswintha.” This 
is the name of an Indian Princess who 
is the heroine of the story. 

For his second number he will play 
his own concerto. This concerto has 
had a number of performances in Eu- 
rope, two of them by Emil Frey, win- 
ner of the last Rubinstein prize. . Mr. 
Scharwenka will play the solo part him- 
self for the first time on this occasion. 
It was composed in the summer of 1907 
and its score is dedicated to Carmen 
Sylva, Queen of Roumania, who is a 
great friend and admirer of the com- 
poser’s. 

For his third offering the composer 
will play a group of solo numbers 
without orchestral accompaniment. 
These have not yet been announced. 

The program of orchestral offerings 
for these concerts fully measure up to 
the high standard of the soloist. There 
will be included the poetic symphonic 
poem, ‘‘Vysehrad,’’ a castle in Prague 
around which is woven much tradition- 


tana. 

The symphony to be played will be the 
‘“Jupiter’’ Symphony in C major, by Mo- 
‘gart, perhaps the most prolific writer in 
the world, he having composed 49 in all.

In fact, in their capacity as railroad /pas- 
sengers, most of them remained “potential” only 
This is confidential...The Western distribution 
of these potential passengers hardly justifies a 
monthly’ showing and the annual showing is 
rarely good enough for: -purpdses of publicity. 
Yet every one of these families, secured first as 
Western passengers, counts the next year in the 
inerease of; freight movement. Western rail- 
roads are leaving millions of tons of potential 
freight out of reach, so that i¢ will remain po- 
tential until they learn the mathematics of dis- 
tributing population as well as of receiving it. 
The figures of undistributed population they pub- 
lsh are records of potential millions they will 
not make until they distribute it. 
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Condesa Bartholdt has introduced a bill

FLUOTUATING VIEWS ON USURY. 

A éourt decision in Pennsylvania classing the 
offices of a loan company. charging illegal rates 
of interest with “disorderly houses” proves that 
the pendulum of public opinion is swinging to 
an extreme in judging the usurer. 

Many centuries ago it was said of the man 
accounted good: “He putteth not: out his money 
upon usury, nor taketh reward against the in- 
nocent;” coupling the usurer with the hired thug 
or perjurer. Usury is expressly forbidden in 
the Bible. : 

But towards the. end.of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, when the laissez-faire, complete ‘freedom 
of contract ideas began to rule, economic writ- 
ers, such as. Bentham, wrote attacking all usury 
laws as arbitrary and unwise, because the lend- 
er had the right: to insure himself against un- 
usual risk--by' charging what he pleased. As a 
consequence of such arguments, all usury laws 
were repealed in England by the act of 17 and 
18 Victofia. 

‘A reaction, however, set in. Adam Smith and 
other economists took the ‘other view, pointing 
out that borrowers were at the complete mer- 
cy of lenders and should: be protected. But 
the laws enacted in Great Britain simply pro- 
vided for the registration of money lendérs and 
the review by the courts of illegal and unrea- 
sonable contracts. The country imposing the 
severest penaity is Germany, where over-exact- 
ing usurers are liable to imprisonment for six 
months and a fine of 300Q marks.

This is the opinion 
expressed to the Post-Dispatch by 
James A. Braden, advertising manager 
of the Diamond Rubber Co., Akron, 
O. Mr. Braden said: 

“The fact that only one man in 
many ts a purchaser, or prospective 
purchaser, of an automobile, gives 
the advertising man in the automo- 
bile or automobile tire business a 
very considerable problem -to work 
out. 

“To reach the present owner of a 
mechine is not so very difficult. In 
the course of regular advertising or 
by circular matter. 

“The immense factor the adver- 
tising man must reckon with is the 
vast unknown quantity—the man whéd 
has not bought a car, but who is 
going to buy. His name is legion 
and he lives everywhere. He may 
be in a bank or on a farm, but his 
hame and address are not known. 
He may read the magazines, but it 
is very much of a question whether 
he has so far progressed toward mo- 
toring as to be reading any of the 
automobile publications. 

“One certain thing is, though, that 
he reads the newspapers. One can 
imagine a man who does not read--a 
daily paper, but he Cannot conceive 
of that man being the owner or pros- 
pective buyer of a car. 

“In ‘advertising our tires, we have 
kept constantly in mthd the great un- 
known quantity to which I have al- 
luded. It is our pronounced conclusion 
that we cannot afford to dev ote a great 
part of our advertising appropriation 
exclusively to the trade publications, 
because nearly all of their circulation 
is within the trade or the list of pres- 
ent automobile owners. Similarly, if we 
seek to reach the doctor through his 
favorite medical journal, there are some 
six or eight of these publications to be 
employed. .The same thing will apply 
to the banking papers and all class 
literature. : 

“The point in mind is: that we must 
get to the doctor, the banker, the archi- 
tect, the lawyer, the dentist, the whole- 
sale merchant and the retail man, in 
any line of business, all at the same 
time, by the use of newspapers. 

“Our .further reason for ine dinaea 
each year our newspaper space, is that 
we are enabled to get quick action in 
definite places. We may take space in 
a monthly or weekly magazine of vast 
circulation and we know’ that in the 
course of six weeks or so our message 
will be carried to a gréat many peo- 
ple the country over; but when wel 
want to say something in St. Louis and 
that section, for instance, we know 
that the Post-Dispatch: will be one of 
the vehicles carrying our message to 
the people we want to reach, no matter 
what their line of business may be, and 
not next week or six weeks hence, but 
tomorrow.”

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Robert Douglas Suggests Course 
in Lower Plane Near the — 
Art Museum. 


SECOND IN WEST END 


and the Depressions Left by 
Fair Leveled. 


. Suitable sites for two public golf 
links in Forest Park have been found 
by Robert Douglas, athletic instruc- 
tor of the Playgrounds’ Commission, 
who was directed by Park Commis- 
sioner Scanlan to make the selection. 


No estimate of the cost of prepar- 
ing the courses is included in Doug- 
las’ report. This estimate will be 
furnished by an engineer in the event 
that Park Commissioner Scanlan ap- 
proves the locations recommended by 
Douglas. 

Although Douglas’ report has been 
in Park Commissioner Scanlan's 
bands for several weeks, Scanlan says 
he has given it no consideration. He 
says that he is in doubt also as to 
when he will be able to reply to the 
Council’g resolution of Dec. 2, asking 
for information about the feasibility 
and expense of establishing one or 
more public golf Jinks in the park. 

Cover Part of Racetrack. 

A nine-hole course, Douglas sug- 
gests, might be ¢2%d out in the lower 
Plane of Forest Park, north and east 
of the Art Museum. This would 
cover part of the old race track built 
by the Triple A Club before the 
World's Fair. P 

The other course—of 18 holes— 
could be best situated, Douglas 
thinks, in the west end of the park, 
skirting Skinker road. To put a links 
at that point would necessitate the 
cutting of some trees and the level- 
ing of some depressions remaining in 
that part of the park since the 
World’s Fair. 

It is regarded as unlikely that Park 
Commissioner Scanlan will accept the 
proposal to lay out a golf course in the 
lower plane. It is thought that this 
would interfere with the plans for the 
Jefferson monument to be erected north 
of the Art Museum, by the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition Co. 

No Objections to Course. 

While the monument itself will stand 
immediately north of the Museum, and 
somewhat west and south of the site 
selected by Douglas, both directions 
will be part of the pieture contemplated 
in the design. 

Except for the expense required to 
put the grounds in shape, there is be- 
lieved to be no objection to the estab- 
lishment of a course west of the “Mu- 
seum. * 

Those familiar with the cost of laying 
out golf links say that a course\could 
be established in the western part of 
Forest Park for an amount not above 
$8000 if the park-.department would use 
its own teams and laborers on the 


‘work. With annual appropriations equal 


to the initial outlay, it is contended, 
the course in a few years could be made 
one of the best public links in the 
country. 

150 Acres Available. 

About 150 acres of rolling ground are 
available in the western section of 
Forest Park. The area in the lower 
plane is considerably smaller than that, 
but is thought to be ample for a nine- 
hole course. 

Park Commissioner Scanlan told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday that 
he didn’t know when he would send to 
the Council a reply to its resolution. 

“I Haven’t had time to go into the 
subject,”’ Scanlan said, ‘‘because I have 
been out of the city, and have~ great 
many other matters to handle. I can 
only promise that {shall give the Coun- 
cil my attention as soon as possible.’’

State College Makes New Man- 
ners Course Regular Work 
for Graduation. 





MANHATTAN. Kan., Dec. 24.—A 
new course of study is being pre- 
pared at the Kanshs Agricultural Col- 
lege, and it will be installed as a 
part of the regular work beginning 
with the spring term. It is a course 
in table manners and was asked for 
by members of the senior class, and 
while it is proposed to make the 


course one of the required studies 
for graduation and will be given in 
the senior class this year, it will be- 
come a part of the work of the early 
classes. 

Kansas has had one instance of 
table manners that did not go well 
in good society.

The opposition newspaper men wrote 
many and weird stories about the 
Governor's table manners, and this 
was attributed as one of the causes 
for his defeat. 4 

Pouring Coffee Common Habit. 

It has long been @ habit with many 
Kansas men to .pour the coffee inte 
the saucer, blow on it before drink- 
ing. There are other things required 
at the table in polite society, such 
as which fork to use for different 
foods, placing the elbows on the

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. %.—In the 
annual output of chewing tobacco Mis- 
souri leads the world, without a close 
competitor, according to the 1910 Red 
Book of the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

in the year 1909, according to the 
figures, the tobacco factories turned out. 
59,149,215 pounds of plug tobacco, which 
amount is 15,000,000 pounds more. than 
the quantity North Carolina, which 
State ranks- second, produced in the 
same period. Smoking and other forms 
of tobacco are not included. 

In the year 1908 the output of manu- 
tobacco of Missouri: 
amounted to 57,843,476 pounds. The gain 
therefore in one year is 1,806,739. 

With twist and .other forms of the 
chewing variety, snuff and smoking to- 
baeco added the production of Missouri 
for 1909, amounted to 74,754,412 pounds as 
compared with 72,788,517 pounds for 1908, 
a gain of 1,965,895 pounds in one year. 

$4,456,841 Paid to U. §. 

In the year 1909 the tobacco manufac- 


jturers of Missouri paid into the United 


States treasury $4,456,841 as revenue 
taxes on the output of 74,610,452 pounds 
of plugs, twists, smoking tobacco and 
snuff, 

In the fiscal year which closed July 1, 
1910, the tobacco, beer and liquor manu- 
facturers of Missouri, the cigar and cig- 
arette makers and others who must pay 
revenue taxes, paid into the United 
States treasury at Washington $10,864,- 
911, as compared with $9,690,093 for the 
previous period, a gain of $1,165,318. 

Most of this collection—$8,915,619.90— 
came from St. Louis. For the western 
half, which is the Sixth District, and 
of which Kansas City, St. Joseph, Jop- 
lin and Springfield are the chief cen- 
ters, the amount is $1,949,291.96. 

In the fiscal year in question 638 cigar 
factories of Missouri turned out 63,994,- 
449 cigars, consuming 1,261,209 pounds of 
raw tobacco. St. Louis produced 45,880,- 
746 cigars, using for them 889,658 pounds 
of tobacco. The Sixth District produced 
18,113,703 cigars, 
pounds of tobacco. 

Six cigarette factories of Missouri, all 
in St. Louis, in the year ending July 1, 
1910, manufactured 409,450 cigarettes, re- 
quiring 2205 pounds of tobacco. 

Sixth as Beer Producer. \ 

The breweries of Missouri in the 
last fisca] year placed on the market 
3,890,147 barrels of beer, as compared 
with 3,704,978 for the year before, a 
gain of 186,169 barrels. At $7 a bar- 


rel the output was worth $27,231,029. 


The gain in valnation ‘of the output 
in one year was $1,296,183. Most of 
the beer, 3,341,967 barrels, came from 
St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph, 
Joplin and other western cities and 
towns of the State the output was 
548,180 barrels. As a beer producing 
State Missouri holds sixth rank re- 
gardless of the fact that St. Louls 
contains two of the largest apeweries 
of the world. 

Only 836,767 gallons of distilled 
spirits were made in Missouri in the 
fiscal year of 1910, as compared with 
393,618 gallons for 1909. At a $1.10 tax 
per gallon the Federal authorities 
collected $370,445 in revenue taxes. 
For the beer output, at $1 a barrel, 
they received $3,890,147. Manufac- 
tured tobacco is taxed 6 cents a pound 
and cigars $3 a thousand. 

In the manufacturing of distilled spir- 
its for the year ending June 30, 1910, the 
following amounts of grain and other 
material were used: Malt, 9236 bushels: 
wheat, 744 bushels; rye, 8332 bushels: 
corn, 64,298 bushels. The total of malt, 
wheat, rye and corn used was 72,605 
bushels, as compared with 88,756 bushels 
for the previous year. A total of 4,- 
607,434 gallons of spirits, chiefly .made 
elsewhere, was rectified in Missouri. 

The Oleomargarine Output, 

In the last fiscal year 1,268,151 pounds 
of simple oleomargarine was manufac- 
tured. Of this amount 1,259,271 pounds 
was withdrawn, tax paid, and placed on 
the market. The Federal tax is one- 
fourth of a cent a pound. All ef this 
amount was made in the Eastern half 
of Missouri. A total of 97,570 pounds of 
colored oleo, on »which the tax is 10 cents 
a pound, was manufactured and 99,340 
pounds sold, tax paid. The output of 
renovated butter was 344,151 pounds, all 
of which was tax paid and placed on 
the market. ;

Woman has invaded man’s profes- 
sions, adopted his sports and habits 
and approximated his physique un- 
til, in the words of one mere man, 
“nothing is left. us but honor and 
the privilege of paying the bills.” 
And even this last citadel of mascu- 
line pride is departing from man, 
according to one writer, who says 
that 40,000 women in New York are 
supporting their husbands. 

Scientific confirmation of the 
change that has come over the fair 
sex is derived from Dr. Dudley Allen 
Sargent, director of gymnastics at 
Harvard University. He asserts that 
woman is steadily approaching the 
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opposite sex in physical type, and 
makes the stinging additicn that 
man is,also going womanward. He 
intimates that unless the pendulum 
swings before reaching an extreme, 
men and women will revert to the 
cave-dwelling types, when it was 
well-nigh impossible, he declares, to 
tell the sexes apart. 

“Twenty years ago,” says Dr. Sar- 
gent, “woman’s ultra-feminine char- 
acteristics—small waist, large hips 
and smal] feet—were over-developed, 
and she was the very antithesis of 
man in physical proportions. Today 
her physique has become revolution- 
ized, and already approximates that 
of the other sex. 


“The typical woman of the twen- 
tieth century has bigger feet than 
her mother and grandmother and is 
proud of it. Her hips are smaller and 
her waist rounder+and larger. She 
has broader shoulders and a thicker 
neck. In some cases her chest is bet- 
ter developed than the average 
man’s.” 

On the other hand, Dr. Sargent 
believes that man, because of his 
sedentary employments in modern 
industry, is “degenerating into an ef- 
feminate and foppish being.” 3 

“Womah’s approximation to man’s 
physique,” says Dr. Sargent, “is, 
from an anthropological point of 
view, a bad thing. It is to be hoped 
that women will not grow to be more 
like men than they are today. The 
danger. of woman’s becoming too 
mannish is imminent. ° 

“However, the pendulum, in swing- 
ing from one extreme to another, is 
likely to hit at some time upon the 
happy medium, the point of ideal de- 
velopment. Woman’s present physi- 
cal development is probably at its 
highest stage. Care must be taken 
not to let the pendulum swing too 
far and produce a race of amazons. 

“Women in the savage state were 
30 like men in form that it was al- 
most ‘impossible to tell them apart. 
Then, as civilization progressed, their 
especially feminine characteristics 
became accentuated until the exag- 
geration was painful to look at. 
Then another change set in and 
women are again beginning to look 
and be more like men.” 

The adoption of man’s sports and 
of his professions by woman has 
tended to bring her nearer to man 
physically and also temperamentally, 
according to Dr. Sargent. Instead of 
feminine champions in crocheting 
and darning socks, we have women 
champions of golf, tennis and bil- 
liards. We have in Europe a world’s 
record set for a woman-driven aero- 
plane, and in America feminine bas- 
ket ball and baseball teams, instead 
of sewing circles. The evolution of 
the college girl, who is usually ath- 
letic, has provoked Dr. Thompkins of 
New York to apply to almost the en- 
tire class the gallant name of 
“freaks.” 


In the business districts of St. Louis 
and other large cities may be seen 
women of approvéd executive ability, 
conducting enterprises. with much of 
the energy and sagacity of men. 
Some of them affect mannish attire, 
such as stiff collars, cuffs and ties. 

Some of them walk as much like 
men as they are able, oiaers can rip 
cut an oath without too much self- 
consciousness, apd others are fond 
of cigarettes. 

A tobacconist at Grand avenue and 
Olive street, St. Louis, recently 
opened a stock of women’s cigarettes. 
glender.and perfumed, and sold them 
by the hundreds of boxes to fashion- 
able women. Bridge parties are 
sometimes. considered incomplete 
without the passing of cigarettes and 
the proferring of cocktails, highballs 
or mint juleps. Bridge has also inoc- 
ulated woman with the masculine 
vice of gambling, sometimes to -a 
malignant degree. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Theo, 
Alice Kitson of Boston, whose figure 
Dr. Sargent copied in making a chart 
of ideal feminine measurements, 
holds that woman’s new athletic de- 
velopment is beautiful. 

‘“‘Women are becoming more grace- 
ful,” says Mrs. Kitson. “The propor- 
tions of the Greek statues are still 
taken as standards of beauty, and I 
am sure that the women today are 
becoming more like them. 

“Venus de Milo would be much 
less conspicuous now, were she to 
adopt the present fashions and walk 
down the avenue, than she would 
have been 20 years ago. 

“Women 20 years ago were dis- 
torted by their dress. They wore 
busties and laced their stays tightly. 
They did everything to conform to an 
ideal which was in itself hideous. 

“I should not say that the changes 
Dr. Sargent speaks of—larger feet, 
ampler waist and narrower hips— 
tend to make woman mannish. 

“True womanliness lies far deeper 
than physical proportions. It lies in 
her manner, her thought, and her re- 
lations toward other people. A wom- 
an may have as much strength rela- 
tively as a man. Whether she is wom- 
anly or not depends upon the way 
in which she uses it. I think, for in- 
stance, that the suffragettes of En- 
gland could use their physical 
strength to better advantage than by 
mauling policemen.

An official report to the Secretary 
of the Treasury shows that when the 
annual average consumption for all 
the spindies of the United States was 
only 45 pounds of cotton per spindle, 
with cotton worth 20 cents a pound, 
the manufactured product, averag- 
ing 36 pounds per spindle, was worth 
an average of $1.25 per pound. (Bul- 
letin ‘97, Bureau of the Census, page 
33.) é , 

This is: official information from 
1810, exactly a hundred years back 
of the tire when, with immense im- 
provements in machinery and: with 
“hydro-electric horsepower” coming 
into use, Texas has the double ambi- 
tion of manufacturing its own cotton 
crop and“getting 20 cents a~ pound 
for it “raw.” 

If those who do not now know how 
to put $9 worth of 20-cent cotton on 
their spindles and take it out of the 
factory door worth $45 will go to the 
reports of the Treasury at Washing- 
ton, they may “get a line” on how 
it was done a hundred years ago, 
when they were not supposed to be 
well educated, as we are, by modern 
improvements. 

If Texas and the other’ cotton 
states are supposed to be dreaming 
opium dreams of expected impossi- 
bilities for the future, there is no dis- 
pute now over what has already 
“come true” from dreams of the 
same kind. In 1891, Texas had only 
one cotton mill, with 15,000 spindles, 
which was one mill less than it had 
10 years before. It took a new start 
and in 1900 it had four mills, with 
48,756 spindles. In 1905, it had 13 
mills, with 68,170 spindles. 

These extraordinary increases are 
all recorded in the regular reports of 
the Census, including the manufac- 
turing census of 1905. Since then, 
the official reports include all cotton 
manufacturing and consuming estab- 
lishments as well as “cotton mills 
proper.” 


MATHEMATICS OF THE CENSUS. 


In 1908 Texas was. reported offi- 
clally with 55 of these cotton-consum- 
ing establishments and a total of 
106,914 spindles consuming Texas 
cotton. The estimated total for 1910 
is 110,000 spindles, but already in 
1908 it had more than doubled its to- 
tal of 1900. When Texas consumes 
a full third of the number of bales 
it averages yearly from its own 
fields, it may be looking back on “20- 
cent cotton” instead of forward to it. 

This belongs much more to the 
mathematics of the Census Bureau’s 
reports than to theories of higher 
earnings for Southern cotton farm- 
ers as a b.essing or a curse to the 
world’s business. In Texas, they want 
16 cents a pound for this 3,140,000 
bales this year as badly as they do 
for their 1,750,000 bales of 1910 cot- 
ton {n Georgia,.where manufacturers 
think 10 cents enough. 

Talent for heated eloquence is be- 
ing profusely used now on both sides, 
but when the number of Southern 
spindles keeps on going up, every ad- 
ditional bale they use is a bale not 
shipped to New England, Germany 
or Liverpool to “overload the mar- 
ket.”

not. This gives the cotton § states 
atone an increase of more than 6,000,-

When their cotton factories are re- 
ported on in the 1910 Census, the cot- 
ton states will be shown much more 
than doubling since 1900, with a pres- 
tnt total reported unofficially at 11,-

while the cotton states alone have 
over a tenth of the world’s total in

With the cotton states increasing

According to Census reports on cvt- 
ton, the greatest strikes and lockouts 
in Fall River history took place at a 
time when it “seemed advantageous” 
for idle Fall River spindles to help 
bring down the price of 12-cent cot- 
ton, which was considered ruinous to 
Fall River industry. But it is also 
reported that the greatest immediate 
increase of spindles at the Sout.: fol- 
lowed these Fall River lockouts 

This was followed by a report of 
the United States Geological Survey, 
showing that while old handlooms 


were still being used in the Southern: 


mountains as “pictured in Egyptian 
‘wall paintings,” these same moun- 
tains can supply from 2,000,000 to 
5,000,000 horsepower of the kind now 
called “hydro-electric.” “Hydro-elec- 
tric” horsepower, due to Franklin, 
Edison, Tesla and others, is begin- 
ning a new age of miracles for the 
world in everything now, if Tesla is 
half right in his expectations. 

But in cotton during the last five 
years, the South has results instead 
of expectations. Wherever a stream 


comes down with fall enough to turn 
a wheel, it creates an opportunity for. 


“hydro,” or water power. sent 
over a wire in electrical energy and 
used through modern machinery, it 
becomes “hydro-glactric” power, to

When the manufacturing census of 
1905 reported only 1,031,842 horse- 
power, including water, steam and 
electric, used in all the cotton mills 
of the United ‘States, the geological 
report showed more than four times 
this great total going to waste. in 
the cotton states east of the Missis- 
sippi alone. 

The cotton states began building 
hydro-electric dams. Southern cotton 
mills increased their total of electric 
horsepower from 7126 in 1900 to 28,078 
in 1905. Probably single states now 
have more than this horsepower in 
their cotton mills, 

In the Southeastern states, the wa- 
ter from the mountain tops on its 
way to the sea has a fall of fully 2000 
feet in about 250 miles. The streams 
of the Central and Southwestern cot- 
ton states have less fall, but short 
distances, but on June 16, last year, 
“manufacturing in Chattanooga en- 
tered a new epoch,” with 56,000 hyd- 
ro-electric horsepower ready to be 
wired into the city from the Tennes- 
see River. 

This one work, “second in immen- 
sity only to Niagara Falls,” had 
foubled the electric horsepower used 
in all Southern cotton mills in 1905. 
Last year, when a new cotton mill 
was to be opened on the Catawba 
River at “Hickory City,” as “the 
largest ot the kind in the South,” the 
Catawba was dammed at Horseford 
Shoals and work begun to wire 6000 
hydro-electric horsepower three miles 
to the mill. In January, 1910, it was 
said that “in addition there will be 
enough power from the same hydro- 
electric plant to run every factory in 
the City of Hickory.” Yet who had 
ever heard until] then of “Hickory 
City?”

ROUND squirrels are among 
the most destructive of our 
native mammals, causing 

losses to agriculture amounting to 
upward of $10,000,000 each year, ac- 
cording to C. Hart Merriam, consult- 
ing biologist of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Most of the 
Western states are overrun by them. 

In Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, Ne- 
braska and Oklahoma they are par- 
ticularly numerous, and they extend 
all the way to California.

fore venturing a view of their own making, turn as naturally to 
learn what the fathers of the Church have thought on the question 
as we turn, on hearing a new word, to find its proper spelling to the 
lexicographers. 

Unfortunately, I am not aware that even one of the fathers, 
in the hundreds of pondrous tomes that they have penned. on the 
life and doings o* the -God-man, has devoted so much as a line 
to the present subject. The quotation with which the Fortnightly 
Review originated this discussion, and which it hesitatingly at- 
tributed to “one of the fathers,” is strikingly like a sentence of 
a description of our Lord, which goes the rounds of the press every 
few years, purporting to have been written by a Roman officer who 
was in Palestine during the lifetime of Jesus. It recites that He 
was often seen to weep, but never known to smile. This description 


of the Person was probably written by. some medieval schoolboy. 


No copy ©* €hé line can be found ‘that’ antedates the “eleventh 
century. It would scarcely be proper to dignify his essay by 
classifying it among the works of the fathers. 

There is another somewhat similar expression in one of the hom- 
ilies of St. John Chrysostom; but as tle Saint ‘s speaking against un- 
timely and immoderate laughter, it would seem more njust to apply 
such an extract against the modest smile. In the very homily (XV 
to the Hebrews), he defends even laughter: “There is no harm in 
laughter; the harm is when it is beyond measure and out of season. 
Laughter has been implanted in us, that when we see our friends 
after a long time, we may laugh; that when we see any person down- 
cast and fearful, we may relieve them by our smile * * * that 
“the soul may sometimes be refreshed.” 

Finding no one to direct us among our legitimat guides, we may 
freely choose our Own opinion. I am strongly inclined to the view 
that the Savior often smiled. i have weighed the reasons for the -con- 

rary opinion, and find them answerable; but I could not naturally 

plain how He drew the children to Him without a smile, nor how 

Je allured their* parents away from their friends, their household 
eares and their labors three days into the desert, before the multi- 
plication of the loaves.

The professors suggested that it was important 
to provide ‘children with toys that would en- 
courage thinking. The children’s institute of 
Clark University had settled that question, and 
all.that was needed was to get the co-operation 
of their visitor. 

“Suppose,” gaid Santa Claus, marching a squad 
of little bluecoats in front of the other brave 
little soldiers, “suppose you drop me a hint or 
two, and I'll pass it along over my own signa. 
ture to my special agents—fathers, mothers

Along the same line of developing children by 
the right sort of toys is the opinion of Dr. 
Theodate, L. Smith, who, at tHe important 
visitor’s request, went somewhat more into the 
detail of the theories. At the right hand of 
Prof. Burnham and ag librarian of the Children’s 
Institute, Dr. Smith is one of the few women to 
attain high standing in the purely scientific 
study of childhood. 

“Regarding the attitude of children toward 
toys,’ said Dr. Smith. looking into the merry 


eyes of the visitor, “it has been established 
that the toy too nearly perfect-is least desirable 
This is shown, no matter which of the three 
great play theories be accepted. 

“There is the Schiller-Spencer theory of play 
as the working off of an overflow of energy. 
Then there is the theory of Prof, Karl Croos 


‘that play is anticipatory of the future of the 


racq Finally, there is, of course, the recapitu- 
latory theory that in play children go oven again 
the past history of.the race from the time of 
primitive man to modern civilization. 

“It would seem that one might combine all 
three of these theories to explain children’s 
plays and their use of toys.” 

“Santa Claus moved the soldier across the table, 
Don’t mind what I’m doing,” he said. “I’m 
listening.” : 

“It has been said that home-made toys are 
the most highly appreciated by children,” Dr. 
Smith went on. “This, in a sense, is true, 
though a child that was obliged to content him- 
self with his own self-contrived toys would 
naturally enough envy his next-door neighbor's 
children if they had beautiful toys from the 


shops. Yet the possession of such toys would 
soon weary him unless he in turn could show 
them off to other children.” 

“I’ve heard of cases like that, too,” said Santa 
Claus. 

“The same is true of girls. A little girl given 
a perfectly equipped dolihouse will become tired 
of it, and, save on state occasions, when she is 
showing off her possessions to callers, will prefer 
to play with her dolls in some corner of her play- 
room. 

“Also, she will prefer, not the highly expensive 
French doll out of all her collection, but will be 
most attentive to the lecs beautiful doll that she 
has dressed in clothing of her own make. 

“If anybody wishes to give a doll’s house.as a 
present, I think the best way is to give the child 
simply a frame constructed box, divided into com- 
partments as rooms. Then let the girl paper the 
rooms herself and make her own furniture out of 
cardboard or similar easily - managed material. 
She will not lose interest in that doll’s house 
as long as she remains in the doll playing period.” 

“But, somehow,” interrupted Santa Claus, “I’m 
kind of partial to neat dolls.” 

“The reason for this preferencé of boys and 
girls for toys which they have made over is not 
hard to find,” resumed the Doctor. 
to inventive and imaginative faculties, and those 
should be encouraged as much as possible. 

“The healthy, normal child will not long remain 
satisfied with a toy that goes through compliceted 
motions by means of a mechanism. That is why 
mechanical toys are so often broken. Also it is a 
very good reason, all quéstion of expense aside, 
for giving children toys that they can handle and 
move about. Such toys occasion spontaneous mo- 
tor activity arid they give play to the creative in- 
stinct. 

“The normal child’s imagination is very active, 
and with toys of this.sort he can create any 
number of situations to fit his varying moods. 
He soon tires of the mechanical toy after he has 
geen it go through its allotted motions, and he 
wants to make it do something else. 

“On the whole, I think the average American 
child has too many and too expensive toys. Witb 


our children Christmas is becoming a time of get- 


ting instead of giving. We talk a great deal of 
the toys we are to give to the children, but we do 
not think of the healthy effect on the child if we 
should see that he gets the impression he is to 
give something.”
